Last 'riiursday afternoon, C. H. 
Carpenter, superintendent of the 
Anthracite I’eat Fuel Co., brought 
up some of the new fuel and dem¬ 
onstrated its burniiii^ (pialilies be¬ 
fore (]uite a number of our citi¬ 
zens. 1'he demonstration was 
made in J. |. Cnderhill's buildiiv^' 
on 1 Baldwin avenue. 

To those who were present the 
burniii'T qualities of the peat bri¬ 
quettes were pro\ en. The bri- 
(|uettes apnroach very nearly to 
coal in point of hardness, and burn 
w ilh a heat fully eipial to it. There 
is no objectionable smoke or smell 
from the burnin'j peat, and it 
burns u]) clean without clinkers 
to sto]) up the j^rate. Another 
w'ood ])oint for the i)eat fuel is the 
absence of dirt. 'Phere is nothin;T; 
about it to blacken the hands or 
clothinj^. One of the bricpiettes 
was rubbed over a white vest 
without leavinj!; a mark of any 
kind.
